yonug republic, he said, the greatest 
place for a livs man was that of a sol- 
dier ia time of war, and a statesman in 
time of peace. 
Mr. Davis was both. 


He did a man's full duty in both. 
Mr. 


Hoar commented upon the literary at- 
tainments of Mr. Davis and said: 


"There have been soldiers whose cour- 


age saved the day in great, decisive bat- 
tles when the fate of nations hung in the 
scale, yet whose most enduring monu- 
ment was the column of smoke which 
rose when their death shot was fired. 
There have been statesmen whose silent 
influence has decided the issue when the 
country was at the parting of the ways, 
of who.se service history takes no heed. 
The grvat Ohio territory, now six impe- 
rial stales, was twice saved to freedom 
by the almost unnoticed action of a single 
man. 
\Vith all respect for the man of 


letters, we are not yet quite ready to ad- 
mit that the trumpeter is better than the 
soldier or the painter greater than the 
lion. 


Hi« Life and Character. 


"There is no need of many words to 


sum up the life and character of Mr. Da- 
vis. His life was in the daylight. Min- 
nesota knew him. His country knew him 
and loved him. He was a good soldier 
in his youth and a great senator in his 
manhood. What can be said more or 
•what can be said better to sum up the 
life of un American citizen. He offered 
his life for his country when life was all 
before him, and his state anil his country 
rewarded him with their highest honor. 
The great orator and philosopher of Rome 
declared in his youth and repeated in his 
ago that death could not come premature- 
ly to a man who bad been consul. This 
roan surely might be accounted ready to 
die. He had discharged honorably life's 
highest duty, and his cup of honor and 
of glory was full." 


Mr. Davis' gifts of eloquence and ora- 


torical power were touched upon and also 
bis great familiarity with the history of 
Massachusetts and his pride in his Puri- 
tan ancestry. Mr. Hoar closed as follows: 


"There are other things his country had 


hoped for him. She had hoped a longer 
and higher service, perhaps the highest 
service of all. But the fatal and inexora- 
ble shaft has stricken him down in the 
full vigor of a yet strenuous manhood. 
The great transactions in which he had 
borne so large a part still remain incom- 
plete, and their event is still uncertain. 


"There is a painting which a great Ital- 


ian master left unfinished. 
Thi» work 


was taken up and completed by u disci- 
ple. The finished picture bears this in- 
scription: 'What Titian left unfinished 
Palnia reverently completed and dedi- 
cated to God.' So may our beloved re- 
public find always when one servant 
leaves his work unfinished another who 
will take it up and dedicate it to tho 
country and to Ood." 


Mr. Lodijce'd Tribute. 


Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts analyzed 


the character of Mr. Davis us from clow 
personal friendship and said the late 
senator was not fully appreciated as a 
public man. This he accounted for by 
reason of the tendency to belittle great 
-nicn of today because without thought 


trouble they cannot be brought for 
m^nt into proper poispcctivc with 


' past and Ix'causc of the modesty 


which made him shrink from speaking 


•dn public except when il wns a duty or a 


necessity. Mr. Lodge summed up as fol- 
lows: 


"In all that he did in shaping our pol- 


icy he was helped by his knowledge and 
his studies, by much careful thought niul 
by an imagination which enabled him to 
project his vision into the future.

that which was his surest guide w;is a 
sentiment embodied In a profound pa- 
triotism and an intcn.se Americanism. 
I do not mean that he was peculiarly 
American because he held certain opin- 
ions on certain public questions, or that 
he was more patriotic limn others who 
differed with him radically upon th<»c 
sume questions. What 1 menu is that lie 
had a faith in his people mid their dos- 
liny which nothing could shake ui:d tlml 
he never had a shadow at doubt or dis- 
trust

"He- had proved his patriotism, like 


many other brave men, on the field of 
battle, nud he hardly c.ver referred to it.

The general exasperation at home is 
becoming more acute, and the public is 
becoming skeptical of the competency of 
the government to get the country out of 
the y-retched tangle.

It 
amounts to about $70 annually and is 
awarded to that studeut of the class 
about to graduate who passes tho best 
examination in the Pauline epistles and 
certain other Greek texts.

No little dramatic interest is latent $n 


these huge boxes of heavy masonry, of.the • 
dimensions of a large room, with their i 
thousands of interior safes, each, with itij 
own locks of various complexity and 
strength. In a single vault on Broadway 
there are 15,000 compartments, from a 
size just sufficient to contain a dozen rail- 
road bonds to the huge caverns of masonry 
that hold tons upon tons of silver and gold. 


The main doors which furnish entrance 


to the groat bos are tho points on -which 
the utmost mechanical skill is lavished 
No burglar would aver think of trying tc 
effect an entrance through the walls. It 
fte disposed of tho watchman who tramps 
around the ontsido in a little alley between 
the outer walls of the building and the 
vault, it would require days to drill suffi- 
cient holes to take a solid piece out of thv 
wall. But if a burglar can only overcome 
the lock of one of the main doors there is 
the entrance ready made. 


These doors are marvelous. One of them 


\veighs 15 tons. They are constructed by 
welding together layers of different hard 
metals, sometimes saved distinct kinds, so 
that if an ingenious burglar finds a way 
of piercing the first an entirely different 
problem confronts him at the second, and 
so on. At any moment his drill is likely 
to make connections with an electric 
alarm, which not only raises the guards ol 
that vaulr, but tells tho watchmen of half 
a dozen others, some a mile away, that 
trouble is at hand. But even if the lock 
were overcome the monstor doors would 
not open, because a large section of the 
stone floor has to be sunk down by an elec- 
trical device before the bottom of thedoors 
sro above the masonry. Just above each 
main door appears an ominous looking 
pipe. It can, in the event of burglarious 
efforts, belch forth boiling water and steam 
on the assailants below.—C. D. Lanier in 
Scribner's.

Most of the nuts grown in Virginia and 


North Carolina are the goobers. 
The 


goober is to the actual peanut what the 
<>u:ihuug is to the genuine clam. 
The 


shell usaally contains but two kernels. 
This is the nut with which the Italians 
load tiu-ir wagons and sell in paper bags 
on the street corners. The real peanut 
which answers to the Rhode Island clam 
is smaller than the goober. The kerne! is 
about the- size of a large pea, and its fia- 
vor is sweeter lhau the otuer variety. It 
is grown principally iu North Carolina 
and Teunesste. Occasionally a few get 
into a bag of goobers, but very seldom, as 
they arc sheJled ami sold for from 10 
cents to 13 cents a peck more than the 
others. They go into candy paste and to 
the oil factories of Europe. 


The peanut farmer begins planting as 


soon as the frost is out of the ground in 
the spring. The shelled nuts form the 
seed, and about two bushels are required 
for an acre. In a few weeks the plant 
gats above the <iarth and begins to leaf 
out. 
A field of peanuts looks much like 


a neld of clover, and during the war 
many of the northern soldiers mistook 
clover fields for peanut patches while 
hunting lor something to vary their ra- 
tions. 
The plants grow in rows, very 


much like potato vines, and are cultivat- 
ed in the same way. Weeds will soon 
choke their growth, and the pickaninnies 
on the farm are kept busy during the 
sumuier in weeding out the patches with 
their fingers. Nowadays the harvesting 
is done by what is called a plow, made es- 
pecially for the purpose. It is drawn by 
one mule and cuts the plants off close to 
the roots. As soon as enough has accu- 
mulated on the plow to form a stack it is 
thrown off and massed around a short 
pole stuck in the ground. The stack is 
formed with, the leaves outside, and the 
vines are -wound around it as tightly as 
possible to protect the nuts from the 
weather. Tbe plan is somewhat similar 
to that of binding wheat 
About three 


weeks' exposure "seasons" the nuts and 
dries the vine, so that the pods are ready 
to be picked- 


The picking is the most expensive oper- 


ation of all and takes the most time. 
Whether in the barn or on the field, all 
the work has to be done by band. 
The 


nuts are thrown into large baskets and 
the vines made into large si acks or stored 
away in tbe loft, for they make a hay 
which is really more nourishing for the 
average mule than timothy. The vine is 
a little too rough for a horse's throat, but 
it is a luxury to the average southern 
mule, who will grow fat in peanut hay 
and nothing else. In all fields some ot 
the vines wiil be blackened and nuts of 
poor quality. 
These are left on the 


ground, and later the pigs are turned into 
tbe lield. They eat everything that is 
Ipft except the roots. The nuts are not 
very fattening, but they give the porker a 
very sweet flavor. The famous hams 
cured in some parts of Virginia owe most 
of their quality to the fact that tbe pig^s 
have lived partly upon nuts before being 


i turned into smoked meat.

or the shell polished for the market. It is 
a curious fact that peanuts with clean, 
glistening pods will sell for 15 to 20 per 
cent more at retail than those with large, 
dirty looking pods, although the kernels 
may be jast as good, so the nuts intend- 
ed for the bag trade at the circus and on 
street corners are scoured in large iron 
cylinders. Then they are carried to fans, 
which blow the heavier nuts into one 
part of the factory and the little ones 
into another part and at t^e same time 
remove the dirt which was not taken off 
the shells in the cylinders. The dark, 
partly filled nuts are shelled by machin- 
ery and sold to confectioners, while the 
other ones are carried by a sort of end- 
h-ss chain apparatus into bags, each of 
which will hold about 100 pounds. As 
fast as a bag is filled it is sewed with 
English twine, marked with the weight 
and proper address and sent to the whole- 
sale peanut dealer. Of iate years a quan- 
tity of the bag peanuts has gons to 
manufacturers of cheap coffee, to be 
roasted and mixed io with the coffee ber- 
ry and then ground, to be sold in pa^k- 
ages as choice Mocha and Maracaito. 


While most of the American nuts tut 


grown in eastern Virginia and Nortb 
Carolina and Tennessee, peanut fields 
are cultivated in parts of Louisiana and 
Nebraska. Many of the fields in Nor:h 
Carolina contain apparently nothing bi,t 
wet sand. Digging down six or eight 
feet, however, the farmer generally 
conies to a loam which retains the rain 
and other surface water. This nourishes 
the plant, which requires a very light and 
porous soil. It also needs as hot weath- 
er as corn to properly mature. 
After 


raising several crops the average peanut 
field needs to be heavily fertilized with 
lime or marl, as the plant exhausts the 
soil. 


During a fair year the American pea- 


nnt crop will average nearly 5,000,000 
bushels, estimating 22 pounds to the 
bushel. This is but a small proportion

I'll tell 
you," he went on, *'if a man does get the 
best of us, it is for a very small amount. 
Xow, suppose you come in here and sic at 
one of these tables around here. The wait- 
er asks you what you want. If you should 
order more than 50 cents' worth of food, 
the waiter would go to the head waster. 
Then he would get the stuff ordered, while 
the head waiter would walk down and 
size you up. Of course you wouldu'S 
know he was doing it, but he would do I\ 
just the same, and if he didn't liko yoar j 
looks you would be wntx:hcd from that 
moment. "When you got up, there would 
bs a man handy, and if you tried to bolt 
out through the door you would be collar 
ed so quick that your hair would be oc 
end. If you had the money about; you, 
you'd give up. If you didn't, you'd go tc 
jail. If you sat up in those reserved seats, 
yon might get 75 cents' worth of food in 
side of you. The waiters at those tables 
are allowed to serve that much without 
notifying the head waiter. The same proc- 
ess would be followed if you ordered mort 
than tho limit at that end." 


"Suppose it man came in and ate a meal 


and then discovered that he had left his 
money in bis other trousers, would thai 
•iscusego?'1 


"That would all depend," said tho cash- 


ier. "That's a more or less common ex- 
cuse, I must say. I can size a man up whc 
is lying about a thing like that. When a 
man is honest about it, he is in a mighty 
embarrassing position, and he shows it 
The honest man generally wants to leave 
u watch or & knife or a ring or something 
else as security. Now, we never ask a man 
to do anything lika that here. We simply 
ask him to leave his name and call and 
pay tho next tiino he is around. It isn't 
once a month that we rsako a mistake. Ic 
sizing a man up tho size of his check play* 
an important part. You see, u roan who 
eats and then finds he has left bis monej 
at home eats the same kind of meal ho is 
accustomed to pay for. Well, if a fellow 
puts down a check for 60 or 75 cents and 
he looks like a 25 cent eater, the chances 
arc that ho is lying and that he came in 
and ate not intending to pay. If I make 
up my mind he did that, ho goes to jail, 
because that is tho kind of fellow we're 
looking for. But if ho looks like a fairly 
good liver his excuse with that size cheek 
would go qxiicker than it would with a 
small check, because fellows who cat 50 or 
75 cents' Avurth at a meal don't eat £5 oom 
meals. 


"You have to take all these things into 


consideration when a man comes up -with 
a check and no money. The hardest man 
tvo ever have to deal with is the man whc 
comes in and sits down at a table and aft- 
er he gets through walks up to the desk 
and says: Tvo eaten 25 cents' worth of 
food because I was hungry, and I can'l 
pay for it. What are you going to do about 
it?' Kow, the chances are that that man it 
telling, the absolute truth. He was bun 
gry and desperate, and he came in deliber- 
ately intending to steal his meal. You 
don't wants to lock such a man up. HeV. 
in hard luck, that's all. You say to bim. 
'Why didn't you tell me this before you 
sat down? It wasn't necessary for you to 
steal. I wonld have given it to you,' which 
Is the truth. The boss never wants o de- 
serving man turned away hungry, and if 
a man conies in and tells me he Is hungry 
and I believe him I'll give him a good, 
substantial meal, probably more than be 
would order if he started in to cheat me 
out of it. But of course we don't get any 
credit fordoing a thing llko that, and 2iinc 
times out of: ten tho man who comes up 
the way this man docs I'm talking about 
he will laugh at you and say: 'That's all 
very well to say now that I've got tho 
meal in me. But if I'd asked you for it 
you'd have turned mo down just as I've 
been turned down a dozen times tonight.1 
There's only ono thing to do with a man 
liko that. That's to got the biggest man 
in the place and have him do stunts with 
him—turn him on his head, bang him 
about a little und tliC2i turn him out \vitb 
a warning. It's a great deal better than 
arresting him. 


"The ordinary cheat—that is, tho man 


who comes in during tho busy part of the 
day and sits down at one table and cats a 
big meal and gets a "heck for it and then 
on the way out drops down at another ta- 
ble and eats 10 cents' worth and gets an- 
other cheek, which he pays later, destroy- 
ing the big check—there is nothing to do 
with except to prosecute. Whenever we 
get that kind of a cheat, we put him in 
jail, and then we will spend tho price of 
1,000 checks prosecuting him. He is a 
plain thief and probably would bo a bur- 
glar or some other high grade criminal if 
he had tho necessary nerve. There's jusl 
one thing that everybody should remem- 
ber—that it pays to be honest in a cheap 
restaurant. If you are not honest, you arc 
liable to got your head broken and got 
locked up In the bargain. 
If yon arc hon 


cst, you'll get along all right, money or 
no money, only don't over get tho idwt in 
your head that, a cheap restaurant is a 
rhoritablc institution for honest men, foi 
it isn't."—New York i?un.

Professor Mahaffy's 
spcculutio .3 on 


Poiupcy's pillar in Cosmopolis aro novel. 
He believes that the pillar w.-ss cri:jin<iHy 
nn obelisk and had been pared clown and 
llnced, and so converted into a column. 
As grounds for this hypothesis, Professor 
Mahoffy cites Pliny, who at the end of 
the first century A. D. describes a great 
obelisk in Alexandria, which had been set 
up by the second Ptolemy. To Pliny we 
grant truthfulness nnd observation, so had 
there been a column when he was in .Alex- 
andria he would certainly have taken note 
of it. As there was then an obelisk, ac- 
cording to Pliny, what bos become of it? 


Where the cleverness of Professor Ma- 


haffy's argument is evident seems to us to 
be of the material kinO, and in archajo- 
logical research that is eill important. The 
granite of the column is the pame as that 
of which obelisks are niado. Then, again, 
the monument as it now stands shows avi- 
dences of having been rehandled by no 
very skillful workmen. Tbe shaft is net 
true, the rounding tcing "very imperfect- 
ly and uneienly done.'' The capital is of 
a different colored granite, and, as archi- 
tects have often declared, too large, or out 
of proportion to the shaft. 


Ono curious matter, which has not es- 


caped the observation of Professor JMa- 
haffy, is "the presence of a largo flaw run- 
ning some 25 feet up the pillar on the 
southwest face." 
It looks, then, as if 


.this fault in tho stone came out when tho 
obelisk was worked down into a pillar, 
for, had the split been visible in the rough 
block, say at the quarry, it is probable 
that tho stone would have been rejected. 


Then tho conclusion seems to bo thai 


the obelisk Pliny saw and described is 
that pillar which v. e call today Pompoy's 
pillar, though it hud nothing to do with 
Pompey. 
The idea of associating tbe 


pillar with Pompey originated, or took 
form, about tho middle of the seventeenth 
century, \vhen Henry Blount printed that 
the monument marked the place "where 
tho ashes of tho great Pompey wcro laid." 


Obelisks have been taken from Egypt 


and trarihplnnted. 
"We have a fair one in 


New York. All obelisks have, however, 
Ijcen traced, but the ono Pliny describes 
has not yet been found, and for a good 
ix-dFon. The Grcco-Bomans carried out a 
kind of prestopass business and turned tho 
obelisk into u pillar, and it looks as if 
Professor M&huffy bod at last got to the 
bottom of a mysterious disappearance and 
magrcal reappearance.—New York Times. 


WHEN GRANT VISITED JAPAN.

':I know so much" air ih;it is encountered 
on all sides, and the feeling that a line is 
being drawn on a so called educational 
Ixisis. Mr. Bok contends that "an educa- 
tional process which sharpens and polishes 
only a girl's intellect, iind either deadens 
or neglects her hearc or soul, is a sorry 
imitation of what an education really 
stands for and is. The practice followed 
by some girls who have been at college of 
holding their heads above those who have 
not is a foolish proceeding, and smacks of 
the most repulsive kind of snobbery. It is 
never safe for us to assume that we know 
more than the people around us, whether 
we are college trained or not. 
The longer 


we live in this world the more we become 
convinced hovr little we know. 


''The people most humble in their opin- 


ions are generally the best educated. It is 
an art which only a few of us learn, to 
be reticent of our own opinion when every 
one around \is is expressing his. Yet this 
is one of tbe attributes of the well educat- 
ed.

"la the days long previous to the advent 


of the white men into the northwest terri- 
tories of Canada and into the western t«r- 
riuaias of the United States," says Cap. 
taisi C. E. Denny, who wcni out to the 
northwest with the mounted police in th* 
early seventies and since then has been In- 
dian agent and has held other offices under 
the Canadian government, "the Indian* 
used to practice their medicine ceremonies, 
a»d juauy of their medicine men wi-n> 
adepts in the use of roots and herbs and 
were looked upon as having intercoms* 
with spirits, and accordingly greatly feared 
by the tribes among whom they practiced 
their rites. On my arrival in the north 
west territories with the northwest mount- 
ed police, in l*<74,1 was curious to find out 
how far these medicine men carried their 
arts, and also what these arts consisted of. 
I heard from Indians many rules of won- 
ders done by them, but it was a long tim» 
before I got a chance to be present at ona 
of these ceremonies. The Indians were 
reluctant to allow a white msa to view 
any of their medicine ceremonies. As 1 
got better acquainted with the several 
tribes, particularly the Blackfeet, I had 
many chances to find out the truth regard- 
ing what I had heard of them, and I was 
truly astonished at what I saw at different 
times. Many of the medicine feats don* 
by their medicine men before me did not 
allow of any jugglery, the man being 
naked, with the exception of a cloth 
around his loins, and I sitting within a 
few feet of him.

HARD TO LEAEN OF FIGHTS, 


Colonel Mills Ascribes T1»J» Partly 


to F»ct TUal All Officer* Have 


Not to See That Recnla- 


tlornn Are Enforced. 


West Point. Jan. 12.—\5'h«-u the inves- 


tigating committee resumed work, the 
nrj-t witless called was Culouel A. L. 
Mills, superintendent of the academy. 
lie was feworu last \Yedcesday. whru the 
cuniuunec1 rcav-hed West Poini. a»J he 
was asked to resume his testimony in re- 
gard to his acquaintance wiih the long 
standing traditions of the academy. 


Judge Siui;h. the Iowa representative, 


questioned Colone! Mills. 
The witness 


laid-that he graduated from the West 
1'oint Military academy in June, 1870. 
During his experience as a cadet he said 
ihat fourth class men were required to 
be obedient and respectful to the upper 
i-lass men, but not in the same measure 
in which they would lie obliged to recog- 
nize the authority of an army officer. The 
same demerit system which now exists 
was then in vo^no. 


Judge Smilh then asked a lot of ques- 


tions bearing oa the surveillance of the 
movements of cadt-ts nt night and elicited 
die information that no officer is suppos- 
ed to be awake nil night in order to see 
that the cadets do not get outside of the 
post reservation. 


General Dick asked the witness many

All Indians believed in their familiar I Bender and Lane in February, 1S99: The 


spirit, which assumed all kinds of shapes ' 
—sometimes that of an owl, a buffalo, a 
beaver, a fox or any other animal. This 
spirit it was that gave them the power to 
perform the wonders done "by them and 
was firmly believed in by them all. On 
one occasion I visited a lodge where u 
medicine smoke was in progress. There 
wero about a dozen Indians in the lodge. 
After the smoke was over a large coppea. 
kettle, about 2 feet deep and the same or a 
little more in diameter, was placed empty 
>u the roaring fire In tho middle of the 
odgc. Tho medicine man, who was strip- 
>ed, with the exception of a cloth around 
iis loins, was all this time singing a med- 
eine song in a low voice. 


"The pot after a short while "became red- 


let, and, a pole being passed through the 
landle, it was lifted iu this state off the 
ire and placed on the ground so close to 
me that the heat was almost unbearable. 
On the pole being withdrawn the medicine 
man sprang to his feet, and. still singing 
ils song, stepped with both naked feet into 
he redhot kettle and danc 3d for at least 
three minutes in it. still singing to the 
accompaniment of tho Indian drums. I 
was so close, as I have before said, that the 
icat of the kettle, was almost unbearable, 
and I closely watched the performance and 
saw this Indian danco for same minutes 
with his bare feet in it-. On stopping out, 


seemed none Iho worse, bat how ho 


jerformed the act was and is still a mys- 
:ery to me. 
' • On another occasion I was sitting in an 


Indian tent alone with ono of the medicine 
men of the Blackfeet Indians. It was at 
night, and all w^s quiet in the camp. The 
night vraa calm, wifch a bright; moon shin- 
.ug. Oa a sudden the Indian commenced 


sing, and presently the lodge, which 


•was a large one, commenced to tremble, 
and tbe trembling increased to such a de- 
gree that it rocked violently, even lifting 
off the ground, first on one sidi-and then on 
;he other, as if a dozen pairs 01:' hands were 
leaving it on tbe outside. 
This lasted for 


about two minute, when I ran out, es> 
Dectlng to find some Indians on the out- 
side who had played me a trick; but, to 
my astonishment, not a soul was in sight, 
and, what still more bewildered me, was 
:o find, on examination, that the lodge was 
Irmly pegged down to the ground, it being 
impossible for any nirmber of men to have 
moved and replaced tho pegs in so short a 
ime. I did not enter the lodge again that 
night, as the matter looked, to say the 
least, uncanny. 


"I have seen the loosening of a man 


when strongly bound with ropes as done 
by some of our own jugglers, but with 
different variations. In ono case in the 
center of a large lodge a smaller one was 
pitched, the small lodge being just largo 
enough to hold one man sitting down. All 
over the space covered by this small tent, 
and aboxit six inches, or ovan less, apart, 
dozens of wooden pegs wero driven into tho 
ground. They were each about six inches 
tjigh, and all sharply pointed. A small boll 
v* os also bound to one of the poles at tho 
top of the lodge. The medicine man was 
tightly bound with rawhide ropes and waa 
thtn, c.vrried by two Indians to the door of 
the small tent, which was all this whilo 
wide open, and was thrown, all doubled 
up, iii to tho center of it, and of course on to 
the sharp pointed pegs. The blanket was 
quickly drawn over the door, and for about 
live minutes no eound was to bo heard,in- 
side tho tent, when of a sudden the little 
bell at the top of the tent commenced to 
ring, as U seemed, without human agency. 
Tho blar^et wns thrown back, and tho 
medicine wan stepped out, freed from' the 
ropes and v ithout a scratch. I looked into 
the tent ana found tho ropes lying among 
the pegs, not ono of which seemed to havo 
been moved. 
'"I doubt It among the Blackfeet today 


with tho exception of Calf Shirt, tho Blood 
that, tribo being a branch of the Blackfeet 
anything of the kind I hnvo mentioned if 
to be lact with, as since the advent of the 
white man and tho settling of the Indiana 
on reservations all the old time medicine 
men aro dead, and the secret of these rite 
haa died with thorn."—Kew York Sun. 


guilty of breaking into the 


executive building, where they falsified 
the records of demerits. They took off 
demerits from the records of 13 cadets, 
including their own, but did not add de- 
merits to the records of any others.

Mills, who dismissed the men at once.

The Question of Fight*. 


Judge Smith then asked the supet in- 


tended about the action of the authori- 
ties to suppress lighting or punish those 
persons who took part iu these affairs. 
Colonel Mills said that, despite the vig- 
ilance of the academic authorities. thes.e 
fights were kept solely within the knowl- 
edge of the cadets themselves. He said 
that only two lights had come to his 
knowledge, and these 'were made known 
through the fact that two cadets had to 
go to hospital. The first ease was that 
of CadPt Carrithers, who got his jaw 
brokeii by Cadet Shanaau. The colonel 
said that the surgeon reported that Car- 
rithers was evidently injured in a fight, 
and when Carrithers was asked for in- 
formation he declined to give it. 
This 


was in the summer of 1899, 


The second ease occurred about a 


month and a half ago. Cadet Pesram of 
the present second class was reported by 
the sursjeon as being laid up in hospital 
from the evident effects of a fifdit. This 
fight, the colonel said, hud evidently oc- 
curred between second class men. 


Colonel Mills told the committee that 


cadets who hail been fighting did not usu- 
ally slxnv marks ot punishment that 
misrht attract attention of the officers. 


"Well, we have had testimony here 


that two-thirds of the fourth class men. 
generally the defeated parties in fights, 
have had to go to the hospital for treat- 
ment." said Judge Smith. 


Colonel Mills then went on to explain 


that the enforcement of regulations was 
almost entirely intrusted to the 10 tac- 
tical officers out of the 71 army ofHcers 
at the post. 


West Point's Policy. 


"Why are not all the officers required 


to report evidences of violations as well 
as the tactical officer^'?1' 


"That is not the policy, sir." 
"Why?" 
"Well, if officers were required to do so 


they would be considerably handicapped 
in the- performance of their duties," re- 
plied the colonel. 
"1 don't think it would take much of 


their time to report evidences of tin 
dozen fights or so that occur during s 
year," exclaimed Judge Smith. 


Colonel Mills then went on to sny that 


he believed fighting would soon cease in 
the academy, and lie felt confident that 
the best method o£ abolishing fighting 
and hazing would be the creation of 
sentiment among the cadets against suf-li 
practices, and he stated that he was 
striving to stir up such a sentiment. 


Colouel Mills was then requested to 


make a general statement in regard to hi& 
efforts to detect and punish those who 
practiced hazinp. He read a Ionic list of 
punishments after telling of his efforts to 
suppress hnzini? of all kinds. 
The H;t 


of punishments was similar to that which 
he presented to the military committee of 
inquiry last month.

\Vithiii tho Hiemcrr of man, however, 


parties have been ^.iriajt enough to have 
tbeiiisel\«-S suspended with a rope and let 
down to where the bees eater the rocky 
bluff, and the tales they to!d of the vast 
amount of honey would sound like a 
stcry from tho "Arabian Nights." 


One iiiai;, a cowboy, who worked on the 


old Abu \Viisoii ranch, which was quite 
famous hero in an early day, hsd ice 
temerity to have sosi-e of his colubcrcrs let 
him down with a rope. AVherc the bees 
entered, he said, the cruva^scs were not 
large enough for a man ro enter, but a lit- 
tle south of that point was a hole about 4 
feet high and 8 or 10 feet wide, which be 
entered. 
What ho saw simply struck him 


dumb with amazement. There, hanging 
from the top of the cave, which seemed to 
extend for a quarter of a i:iiie back, were 
great combs of homy 20 or 30 feet limgand 
from 4 to 0 feet wide. They looked like a 
great lot of line silk lace curtains bangiug 
in somes grand old hallway. The hum- 
ming of the bees sounded like the noiso of 
many spindles in a great factory. Ho 
had a hunting knife with him and sliced 
off apiece of the honey and ate it, and was 
just about to slice off more to bring to 
his companions on the mountain above, 
who wero waiting to pull him up, when 
his attention was drawn to another direc- 
tion. On listening closely he detected a 
hissing sound and one unlike that made 
by tho bees. Presently, from the direc- 
tion from whence the sound proceeded, he 
saw at least 100 serpents coining toward 
him, their little beadlike eyes shining in 
the glare of the torch he carried. To use 
a street phrase, he "tore out," leaving his 
hunting knife and this Klondike of honey 
behind. 


When his friends had pulled him up, he 


had fainted from, the fright. 
When he re- 


covered, he told them what he had seen. 
At first they laughed at him, but finally 
it became an accepted fact that in Bee 
mountain there are tons of honey, but no 
one since that time has ever been reckless 
enough to venture in that cave, where not 
only millions of bees and tons of honey 
arc to be found, but where a don of ser- 
pents greets the intruder. Alderman Tom 
Childress has a summer homo which ad- 
joins this mountain, and is going to tun- 
nel into the side of it and try to arrange 
to exterminate the serpents and have this 
wonder to exhibit to his friends.—Qalves- 
ton News.

In September, 1S93, an enormous bulk

900 feet high and 8,000 feet long as mess-; 
ured across tbe gorge. Of course iho for- j 
mat ion of this dam would convert the \ 
stream above it into a lake, and it wascal-! 
culated that when tho water should reach ; 
tbe level of the top of the dam it would ' 
cover an area of about 1 1-3 square miles 
and would contain about 16,650,000,000 
cubic feet of water, about as much water 
as could be carried in 500,000 of the big- 
gest freight trains. 


All of this was apparent to every one, 


but back of all this the British oilicers, 
civil and military, who wero in charge of 
the affairs of that region saw certain 
other truly awful facts. Some time the 
luke would fill and the water would begin 
to rise over the crest of the dam. But, 
there being no masonry protection, the 
\\aterwould begin at once to cutaway 
the crest and the facu of tho dam, and, the 
breach started, it would increase by swift 
leaps, as greater nnd greater volumes of 
water were let loose, till the whole lake 
would be released, to sweep in one vast 
wave down the valley. Thia process of 
breaking down begun, the cnd^vould not 
be a matter of days, but of .hours. Be- 
tween the first trickling overflow and the 
escape of the mass of the water probably 
less than a day would elapse, possibly only 
a very few hours. In fact, 17 hours after 
the first overflow did take place the great 
flood was let loose. 


That all this would happen was not 


speculation. It was human experience. 
It was exactly what happened at Johns- 
town, Pa., in 1889, when several towns 
were wrecked and 5,000 lives wero lost, 
only the Gohna dam was 14 times as high 
and 3}i times as long as the .Tohnstown 
dam, and the water held back was 26 
times as much. From surveys they know 
the area of the watershed from which tbe 
water would come to fill the lake, and 
from records they knew the ordinary rain- 
fall, and so in the autumn of 1893 they 
calculated that the overflow would begin 
Aug. 15,189-i. It actually began Aug. 25. 
Xo doubt the officers intended to muke the 
error on the safe side and hardly expected 
the overflow to take place ns early as Aug. 
15. Having satisfied themselves when the 
flood would take place, they began to pre- 
pare for it. They built a telegraph line 
from Gohna down the river 150 miles and 
established stations at all important points. 
They put up pillars of masonry on the 
slopes of the valley in the upper part 20 J 
feet above ordinary flood level arid farther 
down the valley 100 feet above floods. 
These pillars were established near all vil- 
lages and campiug grounds aud at inter- 
vals of half a mile down tho river. The 
people were directed to retire above the 
line of pillars when they should receive 
•warning of the flood. 


The valley is not thickly peopled, but it 


contains several villages and ouo town, 
which has a population of 2,000. It is, 
however,- a famous resort for pilgrims, and 
is studded with shrines, and streams of 
devotees pass back and forth. 


When they had done all they could, the 


officers waited for the flood. At half pabt 
6 on the morn Ing of Aug. 25 a little strewn 
began to trickle over tho dam. At 8 o'clock 
in the afternoon a message wns sent do\\ n 
the valley, saying that tho flood would 
come during the night. A thick mist over- 
hung the lake and the clam. At half pafct 
11 at night a loud crash was heard, a cloud 
of dust rose through the mist and rain and 
tho flood roared down the valley. 


Just bulow tho dam the wave rose 260 


feet above the ordinary flood level. If this 
wave had swept down Broadway, it would 
have risen to the cornices of some of tho 
recent 20 story buildings. Thirteen miles 
below tho dam the wave was ISO feet high, 
and 72 miles below, at Srinagar, it was 42 
feet above ordinary flood level, and at 
llardwar, 150 miles down tho stream, at 
tho mouth o£ tho valley, tho wave was still 
11 feet high. The average speed of tho 
flood going down tho valley in tho first 70 
miles of its, eourso was estimated at about 
18 miles an hour, but in tho upper 1'3 
miles it must havo moved at a rate of 
over 27 miles an hoxir. In 4}i hours 10,- 
000,OQO,000,000 cubic feet of water, almost 
tyro-thirds of the wholo contents o£ tho 
lake, wero discharged. This mass weighed 
more than 800,000,000,000 tons. 


Kothing could withstand that weight 


moving at such a fapeed. Kocks wero 
ground to dust. Tho town of Srinagur 
was entirely destroyed, with the rajah's 
palaco and tho public buildings, and a 
thick, bed of btonos, sand and mud was de- 
posi1«cd wh<Au tho town had stood. 
All 


tho villages of tho valley were swept away. 
But, wondetful to relate, there was abso- 
lutely no loss of life except tho Gohna 
fakir and his family. This old fellow 
scorned the warning of the Christians, 
and ho nnd his family were twice forcibly 
moved up tho slope, but each time they re- 
turned, to be finally overwhelmed in tho 
flood. 


Tho wholo cost of the protective work 


and the value of bridges and public prop- 
erty destroyed amounted to 2,500,000 ru- 
pees. The official value of tho rupee in 
1894 was 82 cents, and therefore this sum 
was equal to $800,000. This does, not in- 
cludo tho destruction of private property, 
of which no estimate has been made.—H. 
G. Prout in McCluro's. 


Difference Bttweca Ite r*e Is 


l»iui and America.

usage., If this usage meant, a& in France, 
that Ooidtd a:ul imj>c>s<-d bra learned 
budy, it would be very different, but in 
England ihe usage reroKnizod is cot even 
that of Osford and Cambridge, but of 
•'society"—this being the vague name of 
a wholly indeterminate class, culminating 
In a series of princes and prsncesse* whose 
parentage was not even wholly English, 
but half German. There is a tradition in 
France that the reason why the word car- 
roase (carriage-) is masculine instead of 
feminine, as analogy would require, is be- 
cause a little Bourbon prino-;, wishing to 
go out to drive, once_ called for uion car- 
rosse. 


There is no reason to think that there 


has boon any such direct royal influence 
in England, but there is no doubt that 
what is called English society, which is 
tho recognized standard of speech in its 
own country, is responsible for inelegancics 
and inaccuracies of speech which, if they 
had originated here, would very possibly 
have been repudiated and condemned. To 
say "it is him" and "different to" is as 
inaccurate as to say "I don't know as" or 
"he played some," the difference being 
that while a thousand teachers iu our own 
country are trying to eradicate these last 
improprieties there is probably no school 
In England where "different to" and "it 
is him" are not recognized as perfectly 
legitimate because somebody in good so- 
ciety is supposed to use them. And so ot 
pronunciation. One constantly hears well 
bred English people transform "Oh" into 
"Aonw," and "when" into "wen"—tho 
latter being simply a more refined form o1 
that aversion to tho h which is seen at its 
extreme in Mrs. 'Enry 'Awkins. 


To sum it all up, the besetting sin ol 


Americans lies in holding atooilnieal aiu 
pedantic mode of speech, and paying too 
little regard to mere usage, while to Eng 
lish people usage—meaning social or fnsh 
ionuble usage—it> everything and tho con 
sistency of the language nothing.—Thorn 
as "Wentworth Higginson in Harper's Ba 
zar.

THE BURGLAR'S EXPERIENCE. 


Elgitj-eii Steam Engine* In Ono of th* 


Biz Cruiners. 


In a warship like tho Massachusetts o 


the United States Davy thcro are alto 
gether 86 steam engines, big ;vnd little, In 
the equipment, and many of these en 
gines have double steam cylinders—in fact 
there are no less than 158 steam cylinder 
all told. 


With so many engines to be snpplicc 


with steam, it is very apparent that th< 
matter of economy should bo carafull; 
studied. This subject has been looted inti 
more or less, but it has been found that t 
compound the engines of many of th 
avtxiliaries would add still more to th 
complication, to say nothing about addi 
tionnl weight and space. Then, again 
many of the auxiliaries aro only occasion- 
ally brought into use. However, there is 
no doubt that as great a stride will be 
mado in the near future in steam econo- 
my for tho auxiliary engines ns has been 
done with tho main engines. 


Although the power of all the auxiliaries 


on the trial trip of the Massachusetts nvor- 
agod only about 2% per cent of the indi- 
cated horsepower of the main engine, tho 
actual amount of steam used by thoso 
auxiliaries was no doubc anywhere from 
10 to 15 per cent of all the steam gener- 
ated. On tho trial trip referred to the 
mam engines and the auxiliaries in use 
developed the following powers: Mnin en- 
gines, 10,138 indicated horsepower; air 
pumps, 13J4 indicated horsepower, or 
about one-eighth of 1 per cent of tho power 
of tho main engines; circulating puinp=, 
36 M indicated horsepower, or about ouo- 
third of 1 per cent; feed pumpa, 04 indi- 
cated horsepower, or'about two-thirds of 
1 percent; forced draft blowers, 107 indi- 
cated horsepower, or about 1 per cent; 
other auxiliaries, 45 indicated horsepower, 
or about one-half of 1 per cent. The total 
of all the auxiliaries was 275 indicated 
horsepower, or as above stated, about 3K 
per cent of the indicated horsepo\ver of 
tho main engines. This certainly shows 
thnt there Js an opportunity for the de- 
signers o£ tho different auxiliaries to try 
and see if some of this steam cannot be 
saved.—Cassier's Magazine.
